The Seventh Annual Report of the Endemic Diseases 

Section for the Year 1934 


I.—ANKYLOSTOMA AND BILHARZ1A BRANCH 


Propaganda 

Propaganda by lectures illustrated with coloured pictures was carried out during the 
year in all Ankylostoma and Bilharzia units, describing the mode of origin and method 
of spread of ankylostomiasis and bilharziasis, as well as the means to avoid infection. 

Cinematograph pictures were also shown in various units, by means of a motor vehicle 
conveying the apparatus, which was kindly provided by the Propaganda Branch of 
Section I. 


Number of Patients Treated 

The total number of patients seeking treatment during the present year was 665,799, 
compared with 720,431 during the previous year. The number of patients treated for 
bilharziasis was311,067, the number of injections given being 2,541,201, while the number 
of new patients treated for helminthiasis was 203,826. 

The falling off in the attendance of patients during the current year was due to :— 

{a) The excessive flood in the Nile, necessitating the corvee or forced labour of the 
fellahin to preserve the river embankments, and thus prevent the general flooding of the 
country. 

(b) The infection of the cotton crop with cotton worm and the occupation of the 
fellahin in eliminating the pest. 

Private Practice by Medical Officers 

During the year, private practice by the medical officers of the Section was entirely 
forbidden in order that the work might benefit from the whole time attention of the medical 
staff. 


Sedimentation Test 


The sedimentation method for the detection of intestinal bilharziasis which was intro¬ 
duced during the previous year, continued to be used with highly satisfactory results. 






II.—TUBERCULOSIS BRANCH 


New Units Inaugurated 

During the year, two new units were budgeted for, but owing to various circumstances 
they were not inaugurated. It is anticipated that they will be inaugurated early in 1935. 
One of these units is to be set up in the Khalifa Quarter of Cairo and the other in Asyut 
Town, Asyut Province, Upper Egypt. The necessary equipment for both units has been 
already arranged for. 


Fouad Hospital-Sanatorium, Helwan 

The Hospital-Sanatorium at Helwan, near Cairo, has been attached to the Department 
of Public Health and placed for administrative purposes under the Endemic Diseases Sec¬ 
tion. The Sanatorium when first attached to the Department contained 288 beds only, 
but, by utilising all available space, accommodation has already been increased up to 400 
beds, and it is hoped that if money is available the number of beds will be increased annually 
by 50-100 up to 1,000 beds, through the provision of dormitory blocks for the accommo¬ 
dation of advanced cases of tuberculosis, plans for which are already in existence. 

At the beginning of the year under review there were 262 in-patients at the Sana¬ 
torium. During the year, 979 patients were admitted and 897 were discharged, the number 
of inmates on December 31, 1934 being 344. Further detailed statistical tables regarding 
this Sanatorium are given at the end of the report. 

The New Tuberculosis Hospital at Abbassia 

The wards of the new Tuberculosis Hospital-Sanatorium at Abbassiya are now almost 
complete, and plans and estimates for the staff quarters and administrative blocks have 
been forwarded to the Building Department for construction. It is also hoped that as 
money becomes available, an expansion will gradually be madeof this hospital-sanatorium 
up to 1,000 beds by the construction of blocks of wards, each containing 50-100 beds. 

Attendance of Patients 

The number of patients seeking treatment during the year at the chest diseases units 
of the Section was 33,461, of whom 1,563 were found to be suffering from tuberculosis. 
Of these, 1,057 had tubercle bacilli in their sputum : 5C6 were diagnosed positive by X-Rays. 
1,391 were kept under observation. The remainder were found to be suffering from other 
diseases. 

The great increase in the number of patients appyling for treatment during the year 
is due to the fact that all cases appyling for treatment at the chest diseases dispensaries 
receive primary aid there where possible, and are then referred to general or special hos¬ 
pitals for further treatment. 

All tuberculous patients are provided with liberal supplies of cod liver oil and appro¬ 
priate cough mixtures. The main lines of treatment are by Tuberculin (Bacillary Emulsion), 
Solganol B. Oleosum, and Pneumothorax. 

Tuberculin 

Of 611 cases treated by tuberculin 187, (30.6 per cent) increased in weight, 335 
(54*8 per cent) remained stationary and 89 (14*6 per cent) deteriorated, treatment in the 
last group being stopped when it became evident that tuberculin was doing no good. The 
Section is of the considered opinion that tuberculin constitutes a valuable treatment in 
some cases of pulmonary tuberculosis. 

Detailed particulars of treatment by tuberculin are given in the accompanying 
Appendix. 
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Diluting Tuberculin 

A modified account of the method of diluting tuberculin referred to in the Annual 
Report of 1931, is given herewith from “Tubercle,” April 1932:— 

Below is described the method of dilution of tuberculin (B.E.) employed in the chest 
diseases dispensaries of the Department of Public Health, Egypt, The method is simple, 
expeditious and inexpensive, and can be utilised for making any desired dilution of any 
kind of tuberculin. The outfit required consists of: ( a ) one 20-c.c. sterile beaker; ( b ) 
one50-c.c. sterile Erlenmeyer fl ask (or beaker); (c) one 1-c.c. sterile glass tuberculin syringe 
divided into 0*01 c.c. graduations. 

The details are as follows:— 

(1) Into the beaker is placed 10 c..c and into the flask 45 c.c. of cooled sterile normal 
salt solution (to which may be added 0-5 per cent phenol, if desired). 

(2) By means of the tuberculin syringe, 1/10 c.c. tuberculin (B.E.) is withdrawn from 
the stock bottle with due antiseptic precautions and added to the salt solution in thebeaker. 
The emulsion is thoroughly mixed. 

(3) Five c.c. of emulsion from the beaker are then mixed with the 45 c.c. of normal 
salt solution in the flask. 

The dilutions of tuberculin in thebeaker and in the flask are shown in the table below:—

Dilutions of 1 /2, 1 /5, or 1 /l0 these strengths can be made by withdrawing 1/20,1 /50, 
or 1/100 c.c. instead of 1/10 c.c. of tuberculin from the stock bottle if so desired, Doses 
of l/l 00 c.c. up to 1 c.c. can be measured directly from the stock bottle by means of the 
tuberculin syringe. 

The dilutions of tuberculin should be freshly prepared, and the quantity remaining 
over each day discarded. 


Solganol B 

Gold salts have also been used in the form of Solganol B. Oleosum, as being more suit¬ 
able for use in the out-patient dispensaries than salts in aqueous solution which requires 
to be given intravenously, but the number of cases treated by gold in this way is too small 
for the Section to be able to pronounce a considered opinion at present on the subject. 
There is no doubt, however, that individual cases frequently benefit greatly by this treat¬ 
ment. 


Sanocrysin 

Sanocrysin was also used in the treatment of tuberculosis in some of the chest diseases 
dispensaries, but owing to the failure of patients to attend regularly for treatment the 
results were inconclusive. 


Pneumothorax 

867 cases of Pneumothorax were refilled at the chest diseases dispensaries during the 
year with satisfactory results, and 53 cases of Pneumothorax were induced. 
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Mantou x Test 

Most children applying for treatment have the Mantoux test carried out. If possible 
they are X-rayed and put under observation. 


House Visits 

3,104 home visits were paid by the health visitors attached to the chest diseases dis¬ 
pensaries during the year, and it is believed that these visits are of considerable value in 
preventing the spread of the disease within the infected houses. The isolation of the 
patient in a separate bed, and where possible in a separate room is stressed, and advice 
given regarding suitable food, etc., etc. 


Other Prophylactic Measures 

Through the co-operation of the Health Inspectorates of Cairo City and the Provinces, 
notifications of those dying of tuberculosis are now sent to the Endemic Diseases Section, 
and every effort is madeby the various dispensaries to establish contact with the families 
of the deceased, in order to prevent the spread of the disease within the family. 

When it is found by any dispensary that a tuberculous patient follows a trade such 
as milk, or food vendor which is liable to convey the disease to others, every endeavour is 
made to induce the patient to hand over the conduct of his business to a non-tuberculous 
member of the same family. 

As private practitioners in Egypt for various reasons still refrain from notifying 
pulmonary tuberculosis, the chest diseases dispensaries have become the great instrument 
for the notification of tuberculosis in Egypt. 

The disinfection of houses is carried out by the Public Health Inspectors on notifi¬ 
cation by the chest diseases dispensaries, either on the change of residence or death of a 
patient, or at other times at the patient’s own request. 

Tuberculosis in Egypt is as elsewhere, a disease of the slums, and until money is 
available for the abolition of slums and the construction of sanitary dwellings, the disease 
cannot be eradicated. 
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III.—LEPROSY BRANCH 


Attendance of Patients 

The number of new patients seeking treatment during the year was 1,273, the number 
found positive for leprosy being 618. 

The total number of patients on the registers of leprosy units lias been diminishing. 
The reasons for this diminution are:— 

The treatment of leprosy being of a prolonged character, many lepers who do not- 
recover during the first year of treatment, discontinue attending the units. This pheno¬ 
menon is observed throughout the world. 

Moreover, when lepers not yet under treatment, observe that the treatment of leprosy 
in general is prolonged, they refrain from presenting themselves for treatment. It is 
hoped, however, with more intensive treatment which is row being adopted, together 
with the propaganda made by the Health Authorities throughout the country, that a 
considerable improvement in attendance may be secured. 

The total number of patients applying for treatment at the leprosy units since the 
inauguration of the leprosy branch is 7,080. Of this number, 2,780 were positive. 

Abu Zaabal Leper Colony 

On January 1 , 1935, there were 151 male lepers accommodated in Abu Zaabal Leper 
Colony, of whom 30 were accommodated temporarily in tents. It has been proposed by 
the Section to build four additional dormitory blocks together with a separate bath-room 
and sanitary block, the estimated cost of which is L.E. 20,000, and this has been applied 
for in the budgetary proposals of 1935. 

The construction of staff-quarters at Abu Zaabal Leper Colony has now been 
completed, and the majority of the staff are now in residence at the colony. 

Cairo Leprosy Hospital 

On January 1 , 1935, there were 57 female lepers accommodated in Cairo Leprosy 
Hospital. Additional accommodation exists for more patients, when money becomes 
available. 


Increasing Dose of Hydnocarpus Oil 

For the general convenience of patients in Cairo Leprosy Hospital, the dose of 
hydnocarpus oil was increased from 2 c.e. twice a week to 5 c.c. once a week with 
satisfactory results. 


Drugs used in the Treatment of Leprosy 

Hydnocarpus (Anthelmintica) oil from Siam is now used exculsively in the units of 
the Section as being both cheap and satisfactory. The use of ethylesters has been aban¬ 
doned for reasons of economy. 

Ethylesters were formerly used in the cold weather on account of their fluidity, 
hydnocarpus oil being solid at this period of the year. In order to obviate this difficulty, 
instructions were issued to all the units to heat the bottle of oil in a water-bath to blood 
heat, and by this expedient the oil can be used throughout the year. 

Economy 

Hydnocarpus oil was previously purchased by the Section already sterilised in bottles, 
but during the last two years arrangements have been made by the Section to purchase 
the oil in bulk in drums from Siam, at about one third the price in bottles. The oil is 
now sterilised in Abu Zaabal Leper Colony, and there filled into bottles for distribution 
to all leprosy units.
